its use. 


A child has everything to Jearn and the experiences he cannot ive must be 
obtained from song and story. The broader the foundations, the more he will 
gain from each after-experience in home, school or play life. 


Firry Rotz-Soncs has beei: written after many years of teaching and study- 
ing children. In range and melody the songs are suited to the child voice; and 
in thought they are correlated with the occupational and nature work and the 
plays of the kindergarten and lower primary grades. Different songs appeal to 
different natures, and in this collection there is a sufficient variety to interest all. 

When the child learns to use his singing voice, he has gained a new interest 
in life. He enters on a new pathway which will develop his musical sense and 
cultivate a taste for good music. 


Rote singing 1s a memory training: it makes for self-control; it teaches self- 
expression, and, finally, if the child has a love of music in his heart, this fairy 
pathway will lead him into ‘‘pastures green, beside the still waters’? where his 
soul will be restored.
